TO THE LORDS COMMISSIONERS OF HIS MAJESTY’S TREASURY. 

May it please your Lordships, 

We beg to submit the Seventy -second Annual Report of the Board. 

Our report follows the order adopted for some years past, dealing with the business 
of the year under the following heads : — 

(1.) Public Works and Buildings, including National and Ancient Monuments. 

(2.) Light Railways and Tramways. 

(3.) Loans. 

(4.) Miscellaneous duties of the Board, 

The body of the Report contains statements and observations on matters under each 
of the four divisions which appear to deserve special notice. Details as to the 
various services are given in the Appendices. 


(1.) — PUBLIC WORKS AND BUILDINGS, INCLUDING NATIONAL AND 
ANCIENT MONUMENTS. 

Details of the provision made by Parliament for the year 1903-1904 for Public 
Works and Buildings, including National and Ancient Monuments, will be found at 
pp. 58-67 of the Estimates for that year. The Public Buildings (Ireland) Vote is 
included in Class I., and comprises the following : — 

Naval and Military ; State and Official Residences ; Civil Departments (including Science 
and Art Buildings in charge of Department of Agriculture) ; Legal Departments ; Dublin 
Metropolitan Police ; Royal Irish Constabulary ; Dundrum Criminal Lunatic Asylum; 
Public Education ; Royal University and Queen’s Colleges ; Revenue Departments. 

The Yote also embraces — 

Royal Parks and Gardens : — 

Phcenix Park ; St. Stephen’s Green ; the Curragh of Kildare. 

Royal Harbours : — 

Kingstown ; Howtli ; Donaghadee ; Dunmore ; Ardglass. 

Inland Navigation : — 

Maigue.. 

Ancient Monuments Protection Act, 1882 (45 & 46 Vic., c. 73). 

Ditto, ditto, 1892 (55 & 56 Vic., c. 46). 

In addition to works, &c., for which provision is made by Vote of Parliament, Part 1. 
of this Report also deals with certain new works connected with Fishery Piers and 
Harbours, the cost of which is met out of moneys provided from the Irish Church 
Fund, under the Sea Fisheries (Ireland) Act, 1883 (46 & 47 Vic., u. 26), and with 
expenditure under the Marine Works (Ireland) Act, 1902 (2 Ed. VII., c. 24). 
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On ]7th June we received official intimation that Their Majesties The King and 
Queen would arrive at Kingstown Harbour on 21st July, and during their stay i n 
Dublin would occupy the Viceregal Lodge, that the King would hold a Levee at 
the Castle on the 22nd July, that a Royal Court would be held at the Castle in the 
evening of the 23rd July, and that there would be a Review by the King in the 
Phoenix Park on 23rd July. This necessitated very heavy works of preparation and 
alteration. 

(1.) At Kingstown Harbour the procedure was based on the precedent of the visit 
paid by Her late Majesty Queen "Victoria in April, 1900. Bye-laws similar to those 
made on that occasion were promulgated, and the Victoria Wharf was enclosed. A 
pavilion for the reception of Their Majesties was formed by utilising the shed on the 
wharf. Double approaches from the sea were provided to this pavilion, one leading 
by low steps down to the water’s edge, in case a landing should take place by barge, 
and the other leading from the upper level in case the weather necessitated a landing 
from an Admiralty tug. Stands were erected giving accommodation for 2,000 people, 
and the tickets were distributed from our Secretariat to persons representative of all 
classes in the provinces, in Dublin, and in the surrounding townships. Admission was 
also given to other parts of the wharf, if vacant, to those who made personal appli- 
cation. In the decoration of the pavilion we were much assisted by the Department 
of Agriculture, who authorised the Superintendent of Glasnevin Botanical Gardens 
to lend flowers and plants for the purpose. 

(2.) Before it was known that Their Majesties were about to visit Ireland we had in 
contemplation the improvement or modernization of the sanitary arrangements of the 
Viceregal Lodge, and a sum had been provided in the Estimates for the year for that 
purpose. In consequence of the pressure of work within the Department itself it had 
been decided to employ, as Engineers for the works, the well-known firm of Messrs. 
Kaye Parry, and Ross, and under their direction and supervision that section of the 
works, which it was possible to execute in the short time elapsing before the arrival 
of Their Majesties, namely, the drains in and about the house itself and the immediate 
offices, was carried through and completed, while at the same time considerable works 
of internal and external decoration and refurnishing were going on- Temporary accom- 
modation for 45 servants and stables for 16 horses were provided at the same time, and 
we were able to hand over the Lodge on 17th July to the representatives of His 
Excellency ready for Their Majesties’ occupation. 

(3.) In connection with the Levee and Court at the Castle, on the 22nd and 23rd July, 
very extensive preparations had to be made for crush rooms and supper rooms. 
With this object, practically the whole of the Lower Castle Yard was covered with 
temporary structures, consisting of one large drawingroom, two large supper rooms, 
cloak rooms, sculleries, &c., covering a total area of over 20,000 superficial feet, and 
furnished with a landing platform for carriages at the lower level, and a covered way, 
extending through the archway into the Upper Castle Yard, and affording access to 
Saint Patrick s Hall, in which the Levee and Court were held. In consequence of the 
very short time that was available for the construction of these rooms we bad to 
employ , without open competition, the firm of Messrs. Humphreys of London, who alone, 
m our judgment, were able to carry through the necessary works in the time available. 
In addition to the actual buildings, a temporary electric installation was put up, and the 
rooms and passages, decorated and furnished. Their Majesties were pleased to express 
their satisfaction with these and the other arrangements made in connection with their 
visit. 

(4.) As regards the Review in the Phcenix Park, except that it was much larger and 
attended by an enormous crowd, it did not essentially differ from the Reviews held at- 
other times in the Park, and no special preparations were necessary for it differing in 
kind from those ordinarily made on such occasions. 

(5.) The only other matter that we need refer to in connection with this visit is the 
decoration and illumination of public buildings. For the supply of flags we were 
indebted to the Admiralty, and elaborate decoration was not thought necessary. The 
illuminations, which were confined to important buildings such as the General Post 
Office, (■•'US tom House, Four Courts, Castle, Royal Hospital, and National Museum, 
were entrusted to contractors, and compared nob unfavourably with illuminations of 
other public and private buildings. 
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Phcenix Park. 

In our Report for 1902-03 we briefly referred to tlie damage done in the Park by the 
cn-eat storm of 26th and 27th February, 1903, and stated that steps were being taken 
to obtain expert advice with reference to the re-planting of the Park. In accordance 
with authority given by Your Lordships, we employed Mr. William Goldring, a 
professional expert landscape gardener and arboriculturist of the highest standing, to 
inspect and advise us, both generally and on special points. 

In view of Mr. Goldring’s acknowledged eminence, the Board did not feel it necessary 
to consult any other professional expert outside the Government service, but they 
obtained a report upon his suggestions from the Bailiff of the Park with reference to 
certain matters of detail, and, by the kind co-operation of the Department of Agriculture, 
they were able to obtain the assistance of Mr. F. W. Moore, Curator of the Royal 
Botanic Gardens, Glasnevin. In addition, Lord Ardilaun and Mr. Charles R. Hamilton, 
who are amateurs of the highest standing, were good enough to discuss the proposals 
of Mr. Goldring and Mr. Moore, and give the Board the benefit of their advice on the 
subject. 

The principal damage done by the storm of the 26th February last was amongst the 
old elm trees on the side of the main road opposite to the People’s Garden, on the 
“ Nine Acres,” and on the south side of the Main Road at the far end of the Park. 
Very few old elms have been left, and not all of these can be preserved. Great damage 
was also done on what is called the Back Road, between the Vice-Regal Demesne and 
the north side of the Park ; also in the demesne itself, and large numbers of thorn trees 
were destroyed throughout the Fark. As stated in the Board’s last Annual Report, 
the total number of trees destroyed was : —

Although this number is large, still, relatively to the total number of trees in the 
Park, it would not have been very serious but for the effect of the destruction of one 
of the principal features of the Park, namely — the Elm Avenues. It appears to be 
agreed that the destruction of these avenues was far from being an unmixed evil. 
Already many of the trees were becoming dangerous, and wmuld, in the course of time, 
have had to be lopped or removed. This would have necessitated a piecemeal treat- 
ment of the question, while the almost total removal of the elm trees by the storm has 
enabled a wider view to be now taken. Both Mr. Goldring and Mr. Moore agree that 
the effect of the storm has been to show that these trees, however beautiful in 
themselves, were an obstruction to some of the best views obtainable in the Park, and 
they have both devoted much attention to the future planting of the Park, with a view 
to the preservation of the views obtainable from it of the Dublin Hills. 

The recommendations as to the re-planting that were agreed upon by all the 
gentlemen consulted, and which are accepted by the Board, were as follow : — 

Plantation in the neighbourhood of the Main Gate of the Park to screen 
unsightly buildings outside the Park boundary ; 

Plantation at the back of the Ordnance Survey Offices ; 

Re-planting of the Back Road ; 

• Plantation along the south side of the Vice-Regal Demesne on the ,{ Nine 
Acres ” ; 

Plantation along the boundary of Private Secretary’s Lodge ; 

Plantation at gravel pit ; 

Plantation in the neighbourhood of the Hibernian Military School ; 

Plantation at Hibernian Military School, “ Fifteen Acres ” ; 

Plantation from Bailiff’s Lodge to Under Secretary’s Demesne ; 

Minor plantatidns, the details of which need not be specified. 

It appears to be agreed that no re-planting should take place on the sites of the trees 
blown down, but that the sites of future plantations should be chosen with a view to 
me preservation of open vistas, and forming suitable backgrounds. An exception to 
tins is in the case of the Back Road, where necessarily some re-planting must be done 
on almost the same site. In this case it is proposed to widen the road, which is at 
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present too narrow for the considerable traffic passing through it,, both ordinarily and 
on special occasions during the year, and to obtain the necessary width by setting back 
the boundary fence of the Vice-Regal Demesne. This is at present a sunk fence which 
will have to be filled up and an unclimbable iron fence erected, with a thick bank of 
shrubbery behind in order to screen the Vice-Regal Lodge, which is now too exposed on 
this side." His Excellency has communicated to us his concurrence in these proposals. 

We have placed at the head of the list given above the four to be first taken in hand, 
and, in order not to lose the planting season of 1903-4, we proceeded at once to form 
the plantation at the back of the Mountjoy Barracks, and an area of about sixteen acres 
has been planted with mixed hardwoods. This plantation, in addition to its use in the 
way of making good the loss of trees in that part of the Park, would also serve the 
purpose of screening off some of the buildings of the Ordnance Survey Depot, which are 
now very much exposed on the western and southern sides. 

We should mention that, in addition to giving the Board the benefit of his advice. Lord 
Ardilaun generously offered to present them with eight hundred evergreen oaks of a size 
and perfection of culture that could not be obtained in the open market, and we were able 
to plant about two hundred of these to form the plantation recommended at the Main 
Gate of the Park. We propose to take advantage of the remainder of His Lordship's 
munificent offer in connection with other plantations in other portions of the Park. 
The mere money value of the trees thus presented is in itself very considerable, as, if' 
they could be obtained at all in the numbers and the condition of Lord Ardilaun’s trees, 
they could not be bought probably for less than a sum of £2.500 to £4,000, but the 
value of the gift is greatly enhanced by the fact that owing to the careful way in which 
they have been cultivated as forest trees, some seven or eight years are saved in the 
time that would otherwise be necessary for them to make a feature in the Park, and 
this is particularly important in view of the considerable destruction of trees that has 
taken place. In recording here our sense of the generosity of Lord Ardilaun, we wish, 
also, to mention the great assistance given by him in the transplantation of the trees, 
and in the details of re-planting. 

Provision has been made in the estimates for the current year for the re-planting and 
improvement of the Back Road, and the work is now in hand. We hope in the autumn 
to take up the plantation along the south side of the Vice-Regal Demesne on the 
“Nine Acres,” and also in the Demesne, His Excellency having agreed to allow part of 
the plantation to be formed inside the boundary fence of the Demesne. In connection 
with this plantation it has been necessary to come to an arrangement with the Polo 
Club, involving the re-modelling of the Polo Grouud and the possible transfer of the 
pavilion to the south side of the ground. This change will also be taken in hand in the 
coming autumn. 

In addition to the principal suggestions above recorded, we received in our discussions 
with Messrs Goldring and Moore many suggestions in matters of detail which will be 
adopted as far as practicable, and in this way many minor improvements will be earned 
out as part of the ordinary work of the Park staff. 

It only remains to add that the fallen timber was sold to the War Department, who 
are making every effort to get it cleared away as early as possible. Owing to the 
necessity for clearing away the trees and tree roots, and also of repair ing consequential 
damage and making good the surface of the Park generally, little could be done in the 
Park, in spite of a large increase in the number of men employed, beyond the ordinary 
work of maintenance. 

The number of applications during the season for Association football grounds, 
hurling grounds, and Gaelic football grounds shows a large increase as compared with 
the previous season : —

The large increase in the applications for Association football grounds is mainly due to 
the growth of Sunday play, which accounts for 586 of the increase in numbers over 
the year 1902-3. 


Motor Car Speed Trials nr the Phcexix Park. 

In connection with the race for the Gordon-Bennet Cup, for which special facilities 
had been given by Act of Parliament authorising the suspension of the ordinary rules 
about the speed of cars in the localities chosen for the race, the Automobile Club of 
Great Britain and Ireland expressed a wish to be allowed to hold Speed Trials for 
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Motor Cars on the Main Road of the Phoenix Park. They gave, as their reasons, that 
the Main Road of the Park, from its width, straightness, the quality of its surface, and 
the slightness of the rise from the Gough Statue and from the Castleknock end to the 
phcenix Monument, was specially adapted for the purpose, that being within a Royal 
Park, regulations could be made which would not be possible on any public road, and 
that in no private property could a road of such combined length, width, straightness, 
and quality of surface, be found. 

As the Irish Government were in favour of the Trials being allowed to take place in 
the Park, Your Lordships authorised us to make the necessary arrangements, on the 
understanding that the Police would take all requisite steps for the protection of life 
and property, and that the Automobile Club would defray all expenses. The expense 
consisted in the fencing off of the Main Road, from the Gough Statue to near the 
Castleknock end of the Park, with a railing some 35 feet from the road, and in order 
to define the legal position of the Automobile Club it was necessary for us to execute 
an agreement with them, giving them a license to make this enclosure. As far as 
possible the trees in and about this enclosure were protected by barbed wire and other 
methods, but though we record these precautions we are glad to be able to state that 
the crowd behaved with the utmost orderliness, and that as little damage was done to 
the trees, &c., in the Park as could possibly be expected on such an occasion. 

As the traffic in the Phcenix Park is regulated by the Commissioners of Police, 
we with them issued joint regulations for the day, which were extensively pro- 
mulgated, and to the willing and intelligent co-operation of the people in the Park we 
apprehend that the happy result was mainly due that the day passed off without 
accident, in spite of the constant arrival and departure of so many motor cars of high 
speed and power. The Regulations are printed in Appendix K. to this report. 


Sea Fisheeies (Ireland) Act, 1883. 

46 & 47 Vie., c. 26. 

£250,000 was provided by this Act from the Irish Church Fund for building and 
improving fishery piers and harbours. Of this sum there remained undrawn on the 
31 st March, 1 903, £3,000. This, with a cash balance of £4,805 2s. 4 d. from repayments 
at foot of loans advanced out of the amount provided, made up a sum of £7,805 2s. 4 d 
In addition, £2,645 11s. Id. was, at the date mentioned, still outstanding on those 
loans. 

During the year- under Report £1,046 13s. Od. was received in payment on foot 
of outstanding loans. The expenditure in 1903-04 on works at Portstewart, 
Portavogie, and Ardmore amounted to £2,301 8s. G d., to which have to be added the 
expenses of the Engineering Staff employed, £362 17s. 6d. These receipts and 
payments had the effect of reducing the Cash Balance from £4,805 2s. 4 d. at the 
beginning of the year to £3,187 9s. id. at its close. 

The works executed at Portstewart, County Londonderry, and Portavogie, County 
Down, have been transferred to the County Authorities for maintenance under 
Statute 16 & 17 Vic., c. 136, s. 7. 

New works, consisting of a slip, pathway, and a short breakwater at Ardmore, County 
Waterford, are in progress. 

The funds available to meet cost of works in progress and of any additional works to 
be undertaken under the Sea Fisheries Act were on the 31st March, 1904, as follows : —

'I he procedure under this Act was detailed in our Report for 1902-03. . 

The necessary preliminaries having been carried through in the iollo wing five casts, 
they have been certified by His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant as harbour works 
under the above Act, viz. North Harbour, Cape Clear, Co. Cork ; Liscannor Harbour, 
Co. Clare; Kilronan, Cleggan, and Roundstone Harbours, Co. Galway. Contracts for 
works of improvement have since been let in the first two, and tenders have been 
invited in the other cases. A plan showing the proposed works at Cape Clear 
accompanies this report. 

Works are also proposed for Gortnasate, Co. Donegal, and it is anticipated that 
the Board will shortly be in a position to invite tenders for the same. 

Working plans and specifications have also been completed for proposed works at 
lnishlyre, '"'and at Tonragee, Co. Mayo; Newbridge, Cladnagearagh, and Portnoo, 
County Donegal. Preliminary outline plans and estimates were also prepared for 
suggested works at Downie’s Bay, Malin Head, Buncraua, and I alchorrih, Co. Donegal ; 
Belmullet and Termon, Co. Mayo ; Kinvarra, Co. Galway ; Renard Point and Dingle, 
County Kerry. 

Plans were also submitted to the Board by parties locally interested for a jetty of 
special design at Clitden, Co. Galway, as an alternative to. the preliminary plan 
previously put forward by the Board for a jetty at a different site. 

In the case of the lnishlyre scheme, negotiations are in progress between the Irish 
Government, the Midland Great Western Railway Co., the Westport Harbour Commis- 
sioners, and the Mayo County Council regarding the proposed works. 


The proposed works are at : — 

Cape Clear . — The construction of a new pier-head and a short wharf, on opposite 
sides of the entrance, designed to both facilitate entrance and. egress and at the same 
time to reduce the swell in outer and inner harbours ; the insertion of protecting booms 
and appliances for working them at the entrance to the inner harbour, thus rendering 
it suitable for the accommodation of the largest class of fishing boats during the winter; 
and the construction of a new slip and sundry repairs and improvements iu both the 
outer and inner harbours. 

Liscannm \ — The deepening of the harbour, and the construction of two special berths 
for steamers to lie at ; an extension of a groyne at the entrance, to somewhat reduce 
the wave action ; the formation of a new service area for traffic, and sundry minor 
improvements. 

Gortnasate . — The construction of anew deep-water quay for steamers to lie at, and 
of a mooring perch adjacent thereto, the removal of shoals, and the construction of a 
short road round the harbour to give access to the new quay from the existing county 
road. 

Kilronan , — The extension and partial reconstruction of an existing old jetty, at some 
little distance from the existing main pier, in order to afford further facilities for the 
considerable fishing industry. 

Cleggan . — The construction of a rubble mound or breakwater and cattle slip, in order 
to improve the shelter afforded by the existing works, and the removal of portion of an 
existing groyne with the same object. 

Roundstone . — An extension of the existing north pier to cover a dangerous rock, and 
improve both the shelter and the accommodation for fishing boats now available. 


Public Offices Site (Dublin) Act, 1903. 

3 Edw, vii., c. 16. 

The overcrowded condition of some of the Public Offices in Dublin, and the need for 
a new College of Science necessitated the acquisition of additional premises for the 
offices and a site for the College. The Public Offices Site (Dublin) Bill was accordingly 
introduced in the Session of 1902, but was not carried through. It was reintroduced 
and passed in the Session of 1903. Under it, power was given to us to acquire 
the houses, gardens, and out-buildings of Nos. 5 to 13, Upper Merrion-street, and o& 
2 and 3, Kildare-place, together with the lane at the rear of the Upper Merrion-street 
premises, for the purpose of providing sites for the new offices and a new Royal College 
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of Science. The Board were able to acquire by friendly negotiation the interest 
of the owner in fee in all of the premises except No. 2, Kildare-place. In that 
case the owner (the Duke of Leinster) has agreed to the purchase-money to be 
paid for his interest, but as a question as to title has not yet been settled, the amount 
has not been paid. No difficulty is, however, anticipated in arranging this matter. On 
the passing of the Act negotiations were opened with the several parties whose interests 
had not been acquired, and failing in several cases to come to terms, the Board pro- 
ceeded to pub in force the compulsory powers given them by the Act. Mr. Percy 
Cnenevix Trench was appointed Arbitrator pursuant to an order dated 6th November, 
1903, of the Local Government Board, in whom power to appoint such Arbitrator was 
vested by Section 2, Sub-section 1, of the Act. 

The Arbitrator furnished his draft award on the 22nd January, 1904, and, after hear 
in <r objections thereto, made his final award on the 26th February, 1904. Negotiations 
are proceeding with regard to the other properties required in connection with the 
scheme. 

With your Lordships’ authority and with the concurrence of the Department of 
Agriculture and Technical Instruction for Ireland, we have appointed Mr. Aston 
Webb, R.A., President of the Royal Institute of British Architects, and Mr. T. 
Manly Deane, R.H.A., Dublin, joint Architects for designing and erecting the 
buildings of the Royal College of Science. 

Couk Custom House. 

In the early years of the nineteenth century the Commissioners of Customs took on 
leases for lives renewable for ever a plot of ground on Lapp’s Island, in the City of 
Cork, at rents amounting to £821 10s. lOd. per annum present currency. On this a 
large substantial Custom House was erected with a large Warehouse, and the three 
water sides were formed into quays. In the year 1862 the leases were converted into 
fee farm grants, and, therefore, when in the year 1882 the Customs and Inland Revenue 
Buildings in Ireland were handed over to our charge, the Customs premises were practi- 
cally freehold, subject to the payment of the rent above stated. For many years the 
Cork Harbour Commissioners have been anxious to deepen and improve the Harbour 
generally, but they were met by the difficulty that if they dredged below a certain point 
the foundations of the Custom House quays would have been undermined, and a collapse 
would probably have followed. Negotiations went on intermittently with a view to 
decidiug whether the Government should make any contribution to the improvement of 
the harbour, but your Lordships were of opinion that such contribution could not be 
justified, and that if it were necessary to re-pile and reconstruct so as to enable a greater 
depth to be given alongside, the cost must be borne by the Harbour Commissioners. 
We are glad, however, to be able to state that in concert with the Harbour Commis- 
sioners we have been able to come to another arrangement, which will be beneficial to 
both parties. 

Owing to the decrease in Customs work, caused by simplifications of tariff, a consider- 
able part of the Custom House had for many years not been required for Customs 
purposes, and was occupied by a branch of the Inland Revenue. The situation, however, 
was inconvenient for Inland Revenue purposes, and in the latter part of the year 1900 
their office was transferred to more suitable premises in South Mall. The large ware- 
house, which covers a great portion of the Custom House site, was let off to Messrs. 
Balgrave and Murphy, Shipowners, at a rent of £600. Even that part of the premises 
still occupied by the Customs was in excess of their requirements. The arrangement 
that has been come to is that we have sub-leased the whole of the premises to the Cork 
Harbour Commissioners at the same rent as paid under the fee-farm grant, namely, 
£821 10s. 10cZ._. and have taken a lease from them of the portion of the Custom House 
necessary for the Customs Staff. The remainder of the Custom House will be altered 
and improved by the Harbour Commissioners, so as to provide offices for their Board 
and their Staff. The Harbour Board will receive the rent paid by Messrs. Palgrave and 
Murphy, and will maintain the premises, including the quays. The latter, however, 
they propose to reconstruct almost entirely, so as to enable them to get the additional 
depth of water which they have long wanted. On the other hand the Board of Works 
will be freed from the principal rent and from the cost of maintenance. In considera-

It will be observed that the expenditure for the present year falls below that of 
preceding years. This is due to decreased activity in the building of new schools 
throughout the country consequent on the unsettled condition of the question of 
revising the existing standard plans of National Schools, and the estimates of cost of 
building according thereto. 

As your Lordships are aware, the Commissioners of National Education are allowing 
Managers to proceed with the erection of National Schools on the basis of the old 
plans and regulations (a) in urgent cases, when this course is preferred to waiting for 
revised plans, and (h) in all eases where it is proposed to erect a new school for not 
more than 60 pupils. Authority to proceed with works has also been given in the case 
of the following large schools which are being erected in accordance with special 
designs submitted by Managers Tranquilla, Dolphin’s Barn (Dublin), St. Paul’s 
(Bray), and Sr. Mary's (Belfast); 

River Suck Drainage. 

During the course of the year we supplied information to the Irish Government with 
reference to a memorial from persons liable to the payment of annuities in respect of the 
River Suck Drainage for more favourable terms, and we learned through the medium 
of the public Press that the Irish Government had not been able to accede to the wishes 
of the memorialists. As exaggerated statements have been made both in Parliament 
and elsewhere as to the rate per acre imposed in this district to meet the drainage 
charges, and as these have not been contradicted, or corrected, we take this oppor- 
tunity. of referring to them, and as an example of them we may give the statements 
made in the House of Commons that the charge amounts to a sum of 10s. and 12s. an 
acre, and that in one case a small farmer who had bought his land before the drainage 
scheme, was paying £2 an acre on account of the drainage charge. 

As has been explained in previous Annual Reports, 1894-5, 1895-6, the procedure 
adopted in the River Suck case for apportioning between owners and occupiers the 
incidence of the charge to meet the cost of the drainage works differed entirely from 
that previously followed in all other cases. In other cases the whole apportioned charge 
due to the Board for money advanced was made payable by the landlord only, and he 
also paid the annual cost of maintenance. The landlord either settled directly with his 
tenant the amount of increased rent which should be paid in respect of the improve- 
ment created by the drainage works, or, in case of dispute, had the option of calling upon 
this Board to fix such increased rent, which was in no case to exceed the estimated 
annual value of the improvement made. In the River Suck case, on the other hand, the 
procedure adopted was as follows : — First of all, the estimated annual improved value 
was arrived at, viz. : £3,0 13 12s. 2d., and this was fixed as the sum to be paid annually 
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by the occupiers for 40 years. At the rate of interest prescribed by the Act of Parlia- 
ment this represents a capital sum of £66,969 Is. 6d. The remainder of the capital 
outlay on works (after deducting £50,000 tree grant and £13,000 charged upon the 
County Cess) amounted to £70,884 Is. 5c/., representing an annuity for 40 years of 
£3,189 15s. 8 d., payable by the proprietors and representing entirely infructuous expen- 
diture. In the case, therefore, of a farmer who is merely an occupier, the sum that he pays 
is the estimated annual value of the improvement to his holding created by the drainage 
works, and no more, and there is consequently no foundation for saying that there is any 
hardship in the case of the occupiers, every trouble having been taken to ascertain, so 
far as it is humanly possible, the actual value of the improvement made. 

As regards the statement that the annual charge to an occupier is at the rate of 10s. 
and 12s. an acre, we have had the percentages taken out at each rate, and have reduced 
them to the following table. The total number of acres improved by the drainage was 
16,500a. Ir. 14p., and Your Lordships will see from the table that of this total more 
than 75 per cent, was assessed at rates varying from Id. per acre up to 5s., over 20 per 
cent, was assessed at rates varying from 5s. up to 8s., i.e., more than 95 per cent, 
of the total was assessed at less than 8s., and that only slightly more than 4^ 
per cent, of the total was assessed at rates varying from 8s. to 14s., the total amount 
of acreage, at 12s., being 23a. 2r. Op., and at 14s., 74a. Ir. It will also be observed 
that the average annual charge per acre works out to 3s. 8d.

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In the above statement we are only dealing with occupiers who pay an occupier’s 
annuity. At the date of the award there were 126 proprietors in the district, which 
number has since been increased to 134, and these 134 proprietors between them 
have to pay the proprietor’s annuity of £3,189 15s. 8c/., which, as we stated above, is 
entirely infructuous, in addition to being liable for the maintenance charge. Of these 
134 proprietors 62 are also occupiers, and in these 62 cases the combined effect of 
the incidence of the occupier’s annuity representing benefit received, the proprietor’s 
annuity representing infructuous outlay, and the maintenance rates represen ting working 
expenses, is no doubt serious, but out of the 16,500a. lr. 14p., improved by the 
drainage district, only 496a. Or. 25p. are held by these 62 occupying proprietors, and 
the total charge upon them, representing the three items detailed above, amounts to 
£267 15s. 6 d.. representing about £4 6s. 0 d. per head, and an average charge per acre 
of 10s. lOd. Having examined every case in the award, we are quite unable to 
identify any case in which it can be said that any such sum as £2 an acre is paid by 
any farmer, whether he is liable for only one or for all of the charges payable in respect 
of the occupier’s annuity, the proprietor’s annuity, and the maintenance charge. 


Ancient and National Monuments. 

Information in detail regarding these Monuments will be found in Appendix E., 
pp. 49-50. 

The ruins of Boyle Abbey required attention, and works of preservation and repair 
have been carried out there. The structure is of considerable importance, and deserves 
special notice : — 

The Cistercian Abbey of Boyle was founded in the year 1161, and was finally 
completed in A.D. 1218. It was an affiliation of Mellifont Abbey, founded in A.D. 1142. 
Maurice O’Duffy was the first Abbot of Boyle ; it was dedicated to the Blessed Virgin 
Mary for the monks of the Cistercian Order, first introduced to Ireland at Mellifont by 
Malachy, Bishop of Armagh. The Abbey was endowed by the MacDermots, one of 
whom, Cornelius MacDermot, died here and was buried in the Abbey in 1197. He was 
King or Chieftain of Moylurg, which territory is nearly coterminous with the present 
Barony of Boyle. 

The structure passed through a series of vicissitudes and suffered greatly at various 
times. In the year 1235 the forces of the Lord Justice Maurice Fitzgerald encamped 
within its walls, and it was again pillaged in A.D. 1315. 

In 1569 it was granted to Patrick Cusack, of Gerrardstown, County Meath, and again 
in 1589 to William Usher. In A.D. 1595 it was besieged by the Earl of Tyrone, and 
in 1603 it was given to Sir John King, ancestor of the Earl of Kingston and Viscount 
Lorton, eventually coming into possession of the late Colonel King-IIarman, by whose 
successor it was vested in the Board as a National Monument. 

The Church consists of a nave, north and south aisles, and transepts, chancel or 
presbytery, four chapels, sacristy, and tower. 

The nave from the inside face of the west gable to the inside face of the tower wall 
at the end of nave is 130 feet 6 inches in length; the width of nave at west end is 
24 feet, and at east end 24 feet 9 inches. 

There are eight arches in each of the nave walls, North and South, opening into the 
side aisles. 

The arches in the South wall arcade are semicircular. Four of these arches next the 
tower spring from circular columns, 3 feet 6 inches diameter having cushion capitals and 
moulded and chamfered bases of Norman character. The remainder of the arches in the 
South arcade spring from oblong piers 4 feet 10 inches by 3 feet 6 inches, having 
clustered columns with moulded bases and carved caps from which the central portion 
of the archivolt springs. 

The eight arches in £he northern wall of the nave are pointed ; four of them spring 
from clustered columns with carved caps and moulded bases. The central column in the 
length of the wall is octagonal. The other four arches spring from oblong piers as in 
the south wall. 

The tower is at the crossing of the nave, chancel, and transepts. The arches support- 
ing the tower walls across the transepts and nave are lofty and semicircular, and of the 
full width, in each case, of the transepts and nave, springing at a height of 30 feet over 
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the floor level. The nave arch springs from corbels. The transept arches spring from 
the respond piers, The tower wall at the eastern side is built on the chancel arch, 
which is pointed. The arches opening from the transepts to the side chapels are also 
pointed. 

There is a doorway in the western gable with elaborately moulded jambs and arch, and 
moulded bases, somewhat French in character. The window over this doorway belono-s 
to the transitional period from the Norman or early twelfth century to the thirteenth 
century, and has a chevron ornament in the arch moulding. 

The cloister walk was continued around the fouv sides of the quadrangle or garth. 

In the eastern wall of the cloister (at present called the dormitory wall) were two 
very fine doorways, one of which opened into the Chapter Room and the other into the 
calefactory. The position occupied by the Chapter Room, &c., is now covered by farm 
buildings. 

The three rooms east of the kitchen (over which was the refectory) appear to have 
been cellars or stores. There are benches of solid masonry in two of them. These benches 
are 4 feet 6 inches high from floor, and 3 feet 7 inches wide. At the northern side of 
the middle apartment another room was built 13 feet Cinches by 13 feet 6 inches, 
during the military occupation. It did not belong to the original plan, as it cuts across, 
and completely stops, the southern cloister walk. 

The kitchen and refectory were on a higher level than the cellars, and were 
approached by flights of steps. 

During the military occupation from A.D. 1599 to the end of the ISth century, when 
the monastery was known as Boyle Castle, the Chapter Room walls on the east side 
were removed, or had fallen, and a new range of buildings utilising the west wall of the 
Chapter Room was erected in the cloister garth. 

The soldiers filled up the southern and eastern cloister walks with debris to about the 
level of the kitchen floor, and formed windows to suit their requirements. They also 
made a flagged passage, level with the kitchen floor, along the southern cloister walk. 
From this passage they entered the long range of new buildings on the eastern side of 
quadrangle, and the refectory on the southern side. 

The ruins were repaired by the Board in 1894, but the greater part of the ivy which 
covered the walls, including the tower and East gable, had not been removed. During 
the past year the ivy roots had grown to such dimensions as to become dangerous to 
the safety of the structure, and it was necessary to remove the ivy and repair the walls 
where the masonry had been dislocated by the large roots growing out of the walls. 
■Shrubs and saplings were growing amongst the ivy in profusion. 

Very few of the walls were concreted on top, having been covered up with ivy. The 
arches of the clerestory windows of nave and transepts were in a ruinous state, and the 
northern wall of the nave was toppling outwards, being about 2 feet 6 inches out of 
plumb. There were five buttresses built against the wall, about 70 or 80 years ago ; 
four of them were so badly constructed that they were almost useless, having been 
built with stones of small size, and the greater portion, especially near the top, packed 
with clay, scarcely any mortar having been used except on the outer faces. The con- 
crete floors over the four side chapels and chancel at east end were admitting rain, 
endangering the safety of the arched ceilings under. 

The following works were carried out in the year under review -All the ivy and 
shrnbs were removed, and where it was practicable, without endangering the stability 
of the structure, the roots were taken up, and removed, together with all debris and 
accumulations arising from the former works. 

The iron railing on the western doorway was taken down and reconstructed with 
■stronger iron where necessary. 

The tops of the walls throughout were cleaned down and concreted, the floors 
over the chapels and chancel repaired and made good, a concrete floor on bell loft at 
west end was laid, the clerestory windows were made secure, and the defective joints 
ia the masonry throughout stopped with concrete to prevent wet entering the walls. 
The loose masonry of the four buttresses at northern wall of nave was taken down 
aud rebuilt with concrete, and they were carried up several feet higher in order to 
support the top of the nave wall, which was leaning over. 

The rough native timber lintels over the opes in tne dormitoiy wall and refectory 
^ere removed and replaced with lintels of cement concrete. The eastern side of the 
dormitory wall next the late Dean Burke’s yard was in a dangerous state, and was 
repaired and made secure. 

The removal of the ivy from the eastern gable of the Church revealed the jambs and 
•arches of the three early pointed windows which lighted the chancel, and also disclosed 
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the series of horizontal string courses carried across the gable, -which, though quite 
unmeaning in connexion with the early pointed windows, would be a fitting adjunct to 
windows of the round-headed Romanesque type, such as are in the transepts adjoining. 
These strings across the gable go to prove that the present east windows are not part of 
the original design, but are later insertions, and that the original windows were 
Romanesque of the 12th century, such as are still to be seen m the Cistercian House 
of Abbey Knockmoy, County Galway, and similar to those which formerly _ existed at 
Jerpoint Abbey, County Kilkenny, before the 14th century tracery window wa3 
inserted in the east gable of that church. Drawings illustrating Boyle Abbey are 
attached : —

(2.)— LIGHT RAILWAYS AND TRAMWAYS. 

T ram ways (Ireland) Act, 1883. — Creation of Reserve Funds. 

In connection with the working and maintenance of several of the guaranteed 
Railways constructed under the Tramways (Ireland) Act of 1883, the Board some 
time ago were led to consider the desirability of suggesting the creation of a special 
fund by the respective Companies for the purpose of meeting abnormal charges for 
improvements, the renewals of Stock, &c., in the following circumstances. 

Except in a few instances, the full amount of the guaranteed capital authorised and 
created for the various Railways built under the Act was expended on construction, 
and equipment, and no provision was left to meet the expenditure on renewals of 
Rolling Stock, or the supply of additional stock and plant, the extension of works, 
&c, which development of traffic might necessitate. Consequently, under the system 
of accounts relating to such lines by which, as far as practicable, each half-year is 
made complete in itself as regards income and expenditure, the cost of such heavy 
items is either a serious charge on the undertaking in one half-year, or involves the 
adoption, with the concurrence of the Arbitrators, of the expensive hire-purchase 
system, or the raising of loans repayable by half-yearly instalments. Most of the 
lines concerned have been working for periods varying from ten to sixteen years, aud 
the time is approaching when extensive renewals of Rolling Stock will be required. 
The Board considered that, with the object of meeting this difficulty, it might he 
arranged to create in each case, with the consent of the Treasury and the Counties, 
a moderate reserve fund under certain limitations as to accretion, maximum, and 
utilization. 

During the year under Report the Board, with the concurrence of Your Lordships, 
have been able to bring the proposal under the attention of the Arbitrators for the 
Railways concerned, all of whom have unanimously agreed to the principle of such a 
Fund, reserving in every case their decision as to the amounts of the annual 
contributions, and the maximum of the Fund until detailed proposals had been 
submitted for their consideration. Acting on Your Lordships’ authority of 28th 
September, 1903 (16034-03), the Board, as the result of inquiries as to the financial 
and other circumstances of the various lines, have formulated proposals which in six 
instances have received the approval of the Arbitrators. The Board are in 
communication with the County Councils as to these, and the creation of the Fund is 
in process of arrangement in at least two cases. It is anticipated that, with perhaps 
one or two exceptions, the proposals will be adopted by all the Railways concerned. 
The Board have made it a condition that the expenditure from the Fund shall be 
subject to the consent of. the Board and the County Councils.

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Advances, Repayments, and Arrears. 

The earliest mention of Public Works Loans to be found in the Abstract (Appendi 
G.) submitted by the Board is in connection with the Statute 57 Geo. III., c. 34, pa sse( j 
in 1817. The total of all loan advances from that date to 31st March, 1904 (with 
certain loans made under special Acts before 1S1 7), is £45,825,781.

The amount issued to borrowers in the year 1903-1904 out of moneys advanced by 
the National Debt Commissioners for loan purposes was £774,593, as against £763 067 
in 1902-1903, and £655,8.65 in 1901-1902. 


The issues for 1903-4 show, an increase of £11,526, as compared with 1902-3. 
Increased issues were made on the following services as compared with the previous

LEGISLATION IN 1903. 

Stbabane, Raphoe, and Convoy Railway Act 

3rd Ed. VII., ch. cclx. 

This Act authorises the construction of a railway from Strabane to Raphoe and 
'Convoy, a distance of nine miles. In the Bill, as adopted by the House of Commons, 
powers were taken for the construction of a line from Strabane to Letterkenny via 
Raphoe and Convoy, a distance of nineteen miles, connecting the Great Northern and 
the Donegal Railways at Strabane with the Letterkenny,. and the Letterkenny and 
Burtonport Railways at Letterkenny. The Lords’ Committee, however, approved ot 
the Strabane to Convoy portion only, and omitted the extension from that point to 
Letterkenny. Powers for the construction of the omitted portion (Convoy and Letter- 
kenny Railway) are included in a Bill passed during the present Session of Parliament. 
The Board are directly concerned financially in this proposed railway extension, the 
object of which is to connect Strabane and Letterkenny, inasmuch as they are the 
mortgagees iu possession of the Letterkenny Railway (161 miles), the connecting 
link between the Londonderry and Lough Swilly Railway at Tooban, and the 
Burtonport Extension Railway at Letterkenny, which was constructed, under the 
Railways (Ireland) Act, 1896. The Letterkenny Railway Company applied for two 
loans of £50,000 and £35,000 which were sanctioned on 11th December, 1880, 
and the net receipts of the line are in the first instance applicable to. the 
discharge of the larger loan. The second loan is repayable by an annuity ex R irl j^ 
in November, 1923, guaranteed by certain areas in the City of Londonderry and e 
County Donegal. The repayment of the first loan to the Letterkenny Company having 
fallen into arrear, the Board, under the powers vested in them by the Act 1 an j 
W m. IV., c. 33, took possession of the line in 1888, and entered into an agreement wi 
the Lough Swilly Railway Co. under which the latter work the line for a term °v* lir ^ 
years. The Burtonport Extension Railway is worked by the same Company ® P 
petuity under an agreement with the Treasury and this Board scheduled to the Ur 
in Council of 1898. Taking the five years ended 3ist December, 1902, the netreve 
of the Letterkenny line averaged £2,183, which was only sufficient to meet the in er ^ 
(£2,000) on the Board’s first loan and leave a margin of £183 towards the reductio 
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arrears of interest, which amounted to £8,257 at the end of 1902. The opening of the 
Burtonport Extension (9th March, 1903) has improved the receipts on the Letterkenny 
line which for the twelve months ended 31st December, 1903, showed an increase of 
£683 as compared with the previous year. The result was that the arrears of interest 
were reduced by £700, whereas the average annual reduction for the preceding five- 
years was only £80. The position taken up by the Board when the Bill of 1903 was 
"under the consideration of the House of Commons was one of neutrality up to the point 
of the passing of the preamble by the Parliamentary Committee. The Londonderry 
and Lough Swilly Company had pressed upon the attention of the Board the desirability 
of the Commissioners adopting an attitude of opposition to the Bill, but after careful 
consideration it was decided, with the concurrence of their Lordships, that it should be 
left to the Committee of the House of Commons to decide in principle whether the Bill 
should be allowed to proceed, that the Committee’s decision would be signified on this 
point by the acceptance or rejection of the preamble, and that the Government had no 
wish to prejudice the position of any of the parties who would appear before the Com- 
mittee in any way , provided thatthefacts were correctly stated. It was also arranged that, 
should the Committee decide that the preamble had been proved, the Board would 
present such clauses as they might think necessary for the protection of their interests. 
In communicating this decision to the Lough Swilly Company, it was pointed out that 
the interests of the Government were not limited to those of the Letterkenny Railway 
as they have other and wider interests ; that if the preamble should be passed the 
Board would consider that this meant that the House of Commons is of opinion that 
the railway should be built, and that so far from obstruction being encouraged or 
allowed in the settlement of the clauses, it Would be the duty of the Board to consider 
what facilities should properly be given for the construction and working of the railway ; 
in other words, the intention of the Board was that their action should be in the direction 
of getting the greatest amount of advantage for the public irrespective of possible loss 
to the Treasury. This procedure was adhered to, and after the adoption of the preamble 
by the Committee of the House of Commons, the Board secured the insertion of pro- 
tective clauses which, however, were subsequently omitted, consequent upon the action 
of the Committee of the House of Lords in omitting the portion of the proposed railway 
between Convoy and Letterkenny, which omission obviated the necessity for clauses of 
that nature. The Board have taken similar action as regards their attitude of neutrality 
and the insertion of protective clauses in connection with the Bill of 1904, in which 
powers are sought for the construction of that portion of the railway which was omitted 
from the Bill of 1903. 

As regards the financial provisions of the Act of 1903, sec. 43 authorises the Donegal 
Railway Company to subscribe a sum not exceeding £40,000 towards the capital, under 
certain conditions, and gives power to the Strabane, Raphoe, and Convoy Company to- 
enter into working agreements with the Donegal Company. These provisions, how- 
ever, are superseded by proposals contained in the Bill of 1904 under which the 
Great Northern of Ireland Company are authorised to subscribe a sum not exceeding 
£70,000 towards the capital and to enter into an agreement (the terms of which are- 
scheduled to the Bill) for the working of the railway between Strabane and Letter- 
kenny. •

Midland and Northers Counties Railways Bill, L903. 

The Board were interested in this Bill owing to the fact that they have a Loan on 
which £19,601 is outstanding on the Limavady and Dungiven Railway 

This Line is worked under an Agreement expiring on 1st June, 1906, with the Belfast 
and Northern Counties Railway Company, which under the Bill was proposed to be 
absorbed by the Midland Railway Company of England. 

As the Dungivan Line is practically an extension of the Northern Counties Railway 
and could not advantageously be worked by any other Company, or, owing to its short 
mileage, as a separate system, we thought it desirable to secure protection when the 
Agreement shall terminate. Negotiations with the Midland Company resulted in the 
insertion of a clause providing that if the Board should still be mortgagees of the Dun- 
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given Line on the expiration of the present ■working Agreement, they may require the 
Midland Company to work the Line; and that, failing agreement, the terms of workin» 
shall be settled by an arbitrator to be appointed by the Board of Trade, who shall fix 
such terms as' will fairly give to the Company the actual cost of working, but will 
enable any profit earnings to be received by the Limavady and Dungiven Company or 
its mortgagees.

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APPENDIX (A). 

DETAILS OF VOTED SERVICES. 

State Residences and Dublin Castle. 

Vice Regal Lodge. — Tlie sanitary system was found to be defective, and it was 
decided to renew it throughout the main building'. The work was placed in the hands 
of a contractor in April, and the works were fully completed before the visit of 
Their Majesties in July. 

A contract was entered into for the extension of the Stablemen s Mess Room, and 
the works were duly completed within the year. 

Under Secretary's Lodge. — The Sanitary arrangements at this lodge were found to be 
defective. The whole system was renewed before the newly-appointed Under 
Secretary went into occupation of the premises. 

Private Secretary's Lodge. — Extensive sanitary improvements were carried out 
during the year at this lodge. 

Dublin Castle , State Apartments. — The municipal electric supply has been intro- 
duced, obviating the necessity for hire of plant in the future. 

Master of the Horse's Quarters. — These have been considerably improved, and fitted 
up for the new Master of the Horse. 


Naval and Military Buildings. 


Royal Hospital, Kilmainham. — The new ceiling in the Protestant Church was com- 
pleted in April, and the services were resumed subsequently. 

The new ward and one nurse’s room in the infirmary have been furnished and 
prepared for use during the year. The old shed buildings, including the old mortuary in 
front of the west end, have been removed, and the railings and base course continued 
up to the coal-house. This has opened up and greatly improved the appearance of the 
place and given better light and ventilation to the new ward. A mortuary and shell- 
house have been erected in the yard at the east end. 

In the main building, Room No. 21 has been converted into an Ablution Room 
with one W.C. for the use of the in-pensioners living on the ground floor. Two 
Ablution Rooms have been fitted up on the top floor for the convenience of the in- 
pensioners living on that floor. 

A neat porch has been built at the entrance door of the East Gate Lodge. 


Royal Hibernian Military School. — The old Hospital shed has been removed and 
a Laundry for washing hospital bedding has been built and suitably fitted up for the 
purpose. The removal of the old shed has opened up and greatly improved the yard. 

The Latrines off the Play-room have been remodelled and brought up to modern 
requirements. 

The W.C. in the Schoolmaster’s yard has been remodelled, and is now in a sanitary 
condition. 

A Class-room has been formed in the Second Division School-room by the erection 
of a glazed partition. 


Ordnance Survey Office, Mountjoy Barrack. — A contract was entered into last 
year for building a new East Wing to the Map Store. The work was completed m 
December, 1903. 

A contract was entered into for the erection of a new Canteen, in November. Thj 
work is progressing very well, and it is expected the new premises can be occupie 
about September. 

A staircase has been erected from the first floor to the attic of the Commanding 
Officers Quarters for the convenience of the occupiers. 
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Coast Guard and Royal Naval Reserve Buildings. 

Carnlough, Co. Antrim. — A new Coastguard Station (detachment) has been erected 

and occupied. 

Glenarm, Co. Antrim. — A new Boat-house and Slipway have been erected. 

Cappa, Co. Clare — A new boat slip has been erected by the Harbour Commissioners 
under the supervision of the Board’s officers, to replace the former, injured by dredging. 

Liscannor, Co. Clare. — The main drain has been relaid, and the well protected with 
concrete. 

Crookhaven, Cc. Cork. — The Admiralty Department approved of the plans for this 
Coastguard Station, and it is expected the works will be commenced early in the 
coming year. 

Upper Cove , Co. Cork, Royal Naval Reserve Buildings, New Store Shed at Firing 
Battery. — A tender was accepted for this work in February. It is in hands, and will 
be completed about May next. 

Aranmore Coastguard and Signal Station, Co. Donegal. — A tender for the erection 
of three houses and the removal and re-erection of the Signal Station now at Mullaghderg, 
has been accepted, and the work will soon be commenced. 

Culdaj) Coastguard Station , Co. Donegal. — A new wash-house has been erected. 

Fanad Head Coastguard and Signal Station, Co. Donegal. — Tenders have been 
received for a new station of four houses and a Signal Station, with a special rock 
landing for boats. A question as to title has, however, arisen, and a new site is under 
consideration. 

Inishowen Head Signal Station, Co. Donegal. — A new fuel store has been erected. 

Malin Head Signal Station, Co, Donegal. — A new porch and fuel store have been 
erected. 

Malinmore Signal Station, Co. Donegal. — Tenders have been received for the removal 
and re-erection of the Signal Hut now at Druminoo Head. 

Rathmullen Coastguard Station, Co. Donegal . — A number of structural renewals 
and improvements have been carrie'l out. 

Cloghy, Co. Down. — A new Wash-house has been erected. 

Loughshinny, Co. Dublin. — A new Boat-house has been built. 

Inishmore Signal Station, Co. Galway. — Designs have been prepared for several 
schemes, but the matter is still under consideration. 

North Aran, Co. Galway . — The ground to the rere of the buildings has been concreted 
and drained. 

Spiddal, Co. Galway. — Three fuel stores and a concrete rain-water tank have been 
erected. 

Brandon Quay, Co. Kerry. — A tender for building a new Coastguard Station for one 
chief officer and six men, with watch room or office, small paint and lime stores, and boat 
house, has been received, and it is expected that the works will be commenced early in 
the coming financial year, and the premises be ready for occupation by the winter 
of 1905. 

Corkbeg, Co. Kerry. — Plans for this Coastguard Station have been approved by the 
Admiralty Department. It is anticipated the works will be commenced early in the new 
year. 

Achill Head Coastguard and Signal Station, Co. Mayo. — Designs for four houses 
and a Signal Station have been prepared, and the bills of quantities are being drawn up. 

Bally castle, Co. Mayo. — New drains have been laid, and the well deepened by 8 feet. 

Doohooma, Co. Mayo. — Various works were undertaken and completed with a view 
of rendering the Coastguard Station weather-proof, including outer sashes, a porch, 
and a special treatment of the outer walls. 

Elly Bay and Ballyglass, Co. Mayo. — Women’s washhouses have been erected at these 
stations. 

Keel (. Achill Island), Co. Mayo. — A concrete rain-water tank has been erected. 

Kilcummin, Co. Mayo. — A womens wash-house and three concrete rain-water tanks 
have been erected. 

Mullaghmore, Co. Sligo. — A women’s wash-house has been erected, and the ground 
floors and drains renewed.

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Pullendiva, Co. Sligo. — The Carpenter’s shop has been re-roofed. 

Rosses Point , Co. Sligo. — Five concrete rain-water tanks have been erected. 

Cahirmore and Helvic Head Signal Stations, Co. . Waterford. — Tenders were 
accepted by the Board for building new Signal Stations at these places, but in 
consequence of the severity of the weather for several months no progress could be 
made with the work. It is anticipated, however, that the works will be completed 
early in the coming year. 

Dunmore Past, Co. Waterford. — A staircase in one house has been erected. 

Tramore Royal Naval Reserve Buildings , Co. Waterford. — A loft over the silent 
battery was erected to accommodate tackle and stores. 

Rf'sslare Royal Naval Reserve Buildings, Co. Wexford. — An estimate was accepted 
for erecting a small arms and ammunition store in September, and the work has been 
completed. A loft over the drillhall was erected. 

Civil Departments. 

Inland Revenue, Omagh. — New offices have been provided for a supervisor and 
officers on the second floor of the new post office buildings, completed this year. 

Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction — Botanic Gardens, 

Glasnevin, Water Supply. — The gardens are provided with a supply from 
the Corporation mains, but owing to the remoteness of the situation the pressure 
was found for some years past to have been insufficient to provide an adequate 
supply for watering the plants, flowers, and shrubs, and also the cost was excessive. 
It was, therefore, decided to resort to the use of an hydraulic ram to raise about 5,000 
gallons daily from the River Tolka, to supplement the Yartry supply during the 
summer months. 

The additional supply was available for the summer of 1904. 

Public Record Office. — Additional iron shelving has been provided in continuation of 
similar work already done. 

Registry of Titles. — A new strong room has been provided for the safe custody of 
documents. 

Kinsale Custom House. — New water closets have been provided for the superintendent 
and staff. 

Estates Commission Offices. — No. 26 Upper Merrion-street has been acquired, and, 
together with No. 25, until now the office of the Solicitor to the Land Commission 
(transferred to No. 12) has been fitted up for the Estates Commission. 

Poor Law Commission Offices. — No. 18 Lower Baggot-street has been rented and fitted 
up as offices for this temporary Commission. 

Fisheries Offices. — No. 3 Baldare-place has been fitted up for these offices. 

Stationeiy Office, No. 6 Upper Mei'rion-street. — Some little progress has been made 
towards fitting up this house as portion of the new offices for the Public Works 
Department. 

National Gallery. — The extension has been completed. 


Postal and Telegraph Buildings. 

Birr. —A new office and postmaster’s residence have been completed here. 

Cahir. The works at this post office are practically complete, and it is expected that 
the new building will be occupied early in the new year. 

Castlebar, Co. Mayo . — The Post Office is approaching completion. 

Clones. The new post office and caretaker’s residence here was commenced, and 
almost completed, during the present year. The position is central, and the building 
is regarded by officials and the public as a suitable and convenient structure for the 
transaction of public business. 

Cork. The instrument room, sorting and general offices were occupied in 
August, 1903. The sanitary arrangements of the engineers’ offices in the telegraph 
branch have been remodelled and improved. • 

Dublin, College Green . — Tenders have been received for the work proposed at this 
Post. Office, but the commencement of the work has been postponed until the 
acquisition of the remaining reversionary interests by the Post Office. 
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Kells Post Office. — This building was commenced, and good progress has been made 
with the work. It will probably be ready for occupation in November, 1904. 

Limerick. — A contract was entered into for the works at this post office late in 1902. 
The works have been vigorously carried on since that date, and it is expected that the 
Henry-street section will be occupied early in the coming financial year. 

Londonderry. — Some urgently required portions of the work proposed at this Post 
Office have been carried out, but the settlement of details of the main scheme of 
improvement has taken longer than was anticipated. It is hoped that the work may 
be commenced shortly. 

Lurgan Post Office. — Considerable delay was experienced in commencing this work, 
owing to the fact that the Post Office authorities found a difficulty in deciding as to 
the accommodation required. The former post office was purchased as a site, and it 
was finally decided by the Postmaster- General that the new building should be one 
storey in height, and should consist of a public office, telegraph instrument room, female 
retiring rooms, postmaster’s office, sorting room, and retiring room for the staff, with the 
usual storage and parcel van, yard, &c. The work has been commenced, and it is 
expected it will be completed during the next financial year. 

Mallow Junction. — New and improved fittings have been provided in this Post 
Office. 

New Ross. — A contract was entered into in February for the works at this new 
office. The works are in hands, and it is expected that the office will be ready for 
occupation by the end of the coming financial year. 

Omagh. — This building was completed during the present year. It occupies a good 
position in the principal street, and contains, in addition to the requirements of a 
complete post office, a residence for the caretaker, and offices for_ the local Inland 
Revenue officers, 

Skibbereen. — A contract was entered into on 1st March, 1904, for the erection of 
this new Post Office. The works are now progressing satisfactorily. 

Thurlcs. — A new 7 lineman’s hut has been erected. 

Tipperary. — Accommodation has been provided for the Engineer by converting the 
disused Retiring Room into an office. 

Waterford. — Extensive alterations and improvements have been carried out in the 
Public Office, and the entrance porch has been enlarged and improved. 


Queen’s Colleges. 

Cork . — A contract was accepted for building a new Gate Lodge at the north-west 
entrance last October, but the unfavourable weather has delayed operations. The 
work has been completed. 


Public Parks and Gardens. 

Phcenix Park. — The Park Staff was occupied for the greater part of the year in 
clearing away the trees, and tree roots uprooted by the great storm in February, 
1903, in repairing consequent damages and making good the surface of the Park 
generally. 

A detailed report on the Phcenix Park will be found elsewhere, pp. 7-9. 

The porch to the gate lodge at the North Circular Road gate has been plastered 
externally and otherwise generally improved. 

Shutters have been provided to the windows of the Refreshment Kiosk to render it 
safe at night. 

Improved sanitary arrangements have been carried out in the waiting room for 
women in the Park Gardens.

Royal Irish Constabulary. 

Lurgctn. — Two houses have been acquired by the Inspector-General, one for use as a 
barrack for the men, and the other as a residence for the District Inspector. Extensive 
alterations and improvements have been made to adapt the former to a suitable 
barrack. 

R.I.C. Depot , Fhcenix Park. Surgeon’s House.— Two dormer windows have been 
formed in the attic storey to improve the light and ventilation of the bedrooms. 

Nenagh. — A hoist has been fitted in the county store to save the heavy labour of 
carrying large bales of goods up the stairs. 

Carlow. — A water-closet has been fitted up in the yard at rere of the married 
sergeant’s quarters for the convenience of his family. 

Dunfanaghy, Co. Donegal. — A hot water supply has been introduced. 

Roscommon , Co. Roscommon. — Various works required to adapt further portions of 
the old gaol for constabulary purposes have been carried out, including the fitting up of 
the stables block for the County Inspector, the alteration of the central block for the 
County Inspector’s offices, and the provision of District Inspector’s offices in the gaol 
block, District Inspector's stores in the main block, county stores in the treadmill 
house, and weights and measures stores in the laundry. 

Dunmore , Co. Galway. — A men’s wash-house has been erected. 

Clohboo, Co. Gakoay. — The old huts have been replaced by new ones. 


National Education Buildings. 

Central Model Schools, Dublin. — The drainage of' the premises has been improved, 
and new man-holes and inspection chambers constructed. 

Model Schools, Enniscorthy. — Improved sanitary accommodation has been provided 
for the Infants’ School. 

Model Schools, Inchicore.— Improved sanitary accommodation has been provided in 
the Boys’ School. 

Model Schools, Enniskillen , Co. Fermanagh. — A hot water supply has been introduced. 
National Schools, Li.scrievan, Creevy , Co. Donegal. — The Schools have been re-roofed. 


Dundrum, Co. Dublin, Central Criminal . Lunatic Asylum. 
An Electric Recording Apparatus has been installed. 


Royal Harbours. 

Remarks by the Harbour Masters on the Fishing Industry and Trade of the 
several Royal Harbours will be found in Appendix (D.) 

Kingstown Harbour, Co. Dublin. — Permanent repairs of considerable extent were 
carried out to the sea- slope of the east breakwater and at the Wharf wall in concrete. 
The Carlisle Pier head was closely timber-sheeted, the cost having been paid by the 
City of Dublin Steam Packet Company, who have since been recouped one moiety. 
The east platform, ramp, and decking were improved and renewed. 

The Mail-boat reserve berth was further improved. Dredging was done near the 
centre of the Harbour, and 22,371 tons were lifted. Repairs were executed at the 
Traders Wharf, near the Sailors’ Reading Room, at the Coastguard boat slip, and at 
the Boat Harbour. 6 r 

The Harbour Dredgers ( 2 ) were maintained in order. 

The roads, wharves, floating, and other plant, cranes, workshops, buildings, &c., were 
kept in good condition and repair, and the buoys and moorings were overhauled and 
painted. Ihe foundations of the large crane, erected about sixty or seventy years ago 
° n -ru 6 * Ic ^ oria Wharf having given way, this crane is no longer in use. 

1 he necessary arrangements were made for the visit of Their Majesties the King 
and C^ueen, particulars of which are given on page 6. 
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Howth Harbour, Co. Dublin. — A portion of the eastern breakwater sea-slope was 
protected by a footing course, and by underpinning ; a concrete groin was repaired ; 
and the east wharf wall was pinned and pointed as required. The retaining wall on 
gilrock Road was extended. 

Dredging was done at the east pier fairway, and 2,535 tons were lifted ; also some 
tidal excavation was done near the harbour mouth. 

Dunmore East Harbour, Co. Waterford. — The sea-slope pitching was grouted and 
repaired with concrete, and storm damage to the parapet tramway was made good. 
Three new ladders were cut in the face of the wharf wall, increasing the facilities for 
the fishermen : and some silt was removed from the harbour foreshore by tidal 
excavation. The wharves, roads, and works generally were maintained. 

The ground attached to the harbour house has been completely enclosed by a 
railing. 

Ardglass Harbour , Co. Down. — During the year practically no damage was done by 
storms. New handrails and chains were fixed along the storm parapet wall, at the 
pier head, and on two sets of steps ; new curbings were provided for fish-cart traffic, 
and two storm wall gratings were erected ; also an iron ladder and three mooring posts 
at the new jetty. Fenders were placed along the south wharf wall of the inner 
harbour. The floating and other plant was overhauled and put in order, and the roads, 
wharves, and buildings maintained. 

Donaghadee Harbour, Co. Down. — Considerable repairs were carried out to the 
northern sea slope ; a toe of concrete blocks being laid, and the slope formed as required 
behind them in concrete. The southern sea slope also received necessary attention. 
Some stones were removed from the harbour entrance. The wharves, pavements, roads, 
floating, and other plant, stores, and offices were repaired and maintained as required. 

Shannon Drainage. 

Repairs were carried out at Rooskey, Killaloe, Tarmonbarry, Jamestown, and Lough 
Allen sluices. At Keelogue and Tarmonbarry concrete houses were built to _ prevent 
trespass and to serve as tool stores. The bridge near Meelick sluices was repaired. 

River Maigue Navigation. 

The swivel bridge, wharf, and collector’s house were maintained in good order.

The 
loans sanctioned — 7 in number — representing £6,799 10s. 0 d., may be similarly divided 
into 5 for £4,619 10s. 0 d. to Urban District Councils, and 2 for £2,180 to private 
individuals. The loans to Urban District Councils are made under the provisions of the 
Public Health Acts, and are generally for the erection of working-class lodging houses.

Under section 19 of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, loans are made to tenant 
farmers, who, pursuant to the injunctions of the Irish Land Commission, and as a 
condition attached to the fixing of a “ fair rent,” proceed to erect labourers’ dwellings 
on their holdings. Such tenants are deemed to be persons to whom a loan may be 
made under the Landed Property Improvement (Ireland) Acts, for the improvement 
■-or building of dwellings for labourers, as if they were owners within the meaning 
of the Act 10 Vic., c. 32, sec. 7. No loan was sanctioned under the 19th section of 
the Land Law Act, within the year ending 31st March, 1904. Two hundred and sixty 
such loans, amounting to £15,275, have been sanctioned undhr the Act since it came 
into operation, the instalments issued amounting to £13,880.

Thirty-nine applications for loans, amounting to £8,150, have been received during 
the year, and twenty-six loans, amounting to £5,350, have been sanctioned. The applica- 
tions last year were thirty-nine and the sanctions twenty-six. The figures for 
this service do not usually show much variation. 

The amount actually advanced in the year was £6,015. The total advances for loans 
of this class from the passing of the Act to the 31st March, 1904, amounted to 
£227,492 18s., and the total number of sanctioned loans was 1,113. 


Class (V.). — Irish Church Fund Loans. 

No loan or advance under previous loans was made from this fund during the year. 

Out of £1,269,933 advanced from the Irish Church Fund under the Relief of Distress 
Act of 1880, £867,453 has been repaid, £39,506 has been remitted, and of the balance 
outstanding, £362,973, £347,714 is not yet due., £6,238 is regarded as irrecoverable, 
and £9,021 is in arrear. 

The rate of interest on these loans is 1 per cent., but borrowers are allowed to redeem 
their principal liabilities on the basis of 3 per cent, interest. The principal cancelled by 
such redemptions now amounts to £19,716, including £973 in the present year.

Ardglass Harbour, Co. Down. 

The herring fishing commenced here on 12th May, 1903, and ended on 10th October. 
1903, the season thus lasting about twenty-one weeks, though for the last two or 
three weeks of that period only a few fish were captured. 

The total quantity of herrings caught during the year was 14,710 mease, which were 
sold for £10,172 13s. 6 cL. These figures show a decrease, as compared with last year, 
both in quantity and price of 1670 mease and £843 13s. respectively. The prices 
ranged from £1 13s. per mease in July, when fishing was at its height, down to, 
occasionally, 5s. towards end of season — the average price being 13s. 10 d. 

Curing was not carried on to the same extent as in previous years. 

The number of boats fishing from the harbour was sixty-eight, viz. — forty-eight 
Irish, eighteen Scotch, and two Manx. Only a few of the boats are owned by local 
fishermen. The average quantity of fish captured by each boat was 216 mease (twenty 
less than during the previous year). The Scotch boats had the best takes, owing to 
superior gear, equipment, &c. 

During the winter season scarcely any long-line fishing was carried on, but a great 
improvement has taken place in trawling, and, in consequence, the quantity of mixed 
fish landed here has increased. Last year only £40 9s. was realised by the sale of these 
fish, while this year the proceeds amounted to £426 19s. 

Taken as a whole, the year 1903-4 has been fairly satisfactory for fishing, the decline 
shown in the herring fishery being compensated for by the improvement in trawling.

thereof within the barriers to be erected on each side of the road, and no person, 
vehicle, motor (other than those takiug part or engaged in the trials), cycle, horse! 
dog, or other animal will be allowed during such race therein or thereon, and anv 
person acting contrary to this Notice will render themselves liable to be prosecuted 
according to law.

T, John Ross of Bladensburg, the Chief Commissioner of Dublin Metropolitan Police, 
and We, the Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland, under and in pursuance of 
the powers vested in Us respectively under the above Acts and of all other powers Us 
thereunto enabling do hereby make, publish, and declare the following regulations for 
the admittance to His Majesty’s Park of the Phoenix of all carriages, motors, carts, 
cycles, or other vehicle, horses and persons, and the route to be observed by them, and 
for preventing obstruction, or accidental or intentional damage within the said Park, or 
upon the said roads, passages, or slopes therein on Saturday, the 4th day of Julv, 1903, 
on the occasion of the Motor Speed Trials: 

1. The Main road from the Gough Statue to Castleknock Gate will be given over 
exclusively to the trials, and a gate will be erected across the road at the Gough 
Statue and barriers on each side of the Main road from the statue to the starting 
place. The trials will begin at 8 a.m. 

2. Pedestrians will be allowed to enter the Park by any gate, but they are strictly 
prohibited from passing between the barriers. Behind the barriers, with the exception 
of the Lord Lieutenants and Automobile Club’s enclosures, they may take up any 
position, and pass freely to and from, subject to any directions of the Dublin Metro- 
politan Police. 

3. No dogs will be allowed to enter the Park between the hours of 6 a.m. and 4.30 
p.m., and the Gatekeepers and Police on duty have strict orders to prevent their 
entrance. 

4. All Board of W orks Passes for the admission of vehicles to the Park will be 
suspended on that day from 6 a.m. to 4.30 p.m. 
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5. From 6 a.m. to 4.30 p.m. a]l tlie gates of the Park will be closed to vehicular 
and mounted traffic, and also to cycles, with the following exceptions : — 

(a) . The. North Circular-road Gate near the Royal Irish Constabulary Depot 
will be available for 

(i.) Vehicles whose occupants satisfy the gate-keeper that they have business at 
the. Depot, or at any of the lodges or buildings on the north side of the 
Main Road of the Park. As soon as their business is finished all such 
vehicles must pass out of the Park by the Cabra-road gate. 

(ii.) For vehicles proceeding, to the enclosure of the Automobile Club. In these 
cases the card of admission of the Automobile Club must be shown to the 
gatekeeper, and the vehicles must proceed past the entrance to the Royal 
Zoological Society's garden, thence along the boundary fence of that 
garden into the road leading to the City gate of the Viceregal Lodge, 
and after setting down their passengers they must pass out of the Park 
by the Cabra gate, except in the case of motor cars, which will pass on 
to the Parade Ground of the Constabulary Depot, and be “parked” 
there. Such carriages if returning will, on arrival at the North Circular- 
road Gate, be informed by the police on duty where to wait. They will 
not be re-admitted to the Park till 4.30 p.m. 

(iii.) After 4 p.m. for vehicles conveying guests invited to His Excellency’s 
Garden Party. I 11 these cases the card of invitation must be shown to 
the Gatekeeper, and vehicles will proceed past the Constabulary Depot, 
enter the Viceregal Demesne by the Red Lodge on the back road of the 
Park, and, after setting down their passengers, pass out of the Demesne 
by the back gate, and take up position indicated by the Dublin Metro- 
politan Police until they re-enter the Demesne to take up their passengers 
at the place where they were set down. 

(b) . The Islandbridge Gate will be available for vehicles whose occupants satisfy 
the Gatekeeper that they have business with any of the Lodges or other buildings 
on the south side of the Main Road of the Park. As soon as their business is 
fiuished they must leave the Park by the Chapelizod Gate. 

6. Motor Cars competing in the trials will be admitted to the Park by the Island- 
bridge Gate and will travel on the south side of the Magazine Fort, pass the Hibernian 
Military School and Mountjoy Barracks to the starting place. 

7. Motor Cars that have completed a course and are going back for a second course 
will travel by the Royal Irish Constabulary Depot and the back road to the Ashtowu 
Gate, pass out of the Park and re-enter by the Castleknock Gate. 

8. Motor Cars that have finished their trials will either pass out at the Cabra Gate 
or “ park ” on the drill ground of the Royal Irish Constabulary Depot ; they will not 
be allowed to remain on the roads.
